For  the  Year  1939-1940 


REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

To  the  Members  of  the  Salmagundi  Club: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March 
31,  1940. 

The  operating  statement  shows  a  loss  of  §1,394.89  as  against  a 
profit  of  §1,923.41  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  To  quote 
from  the  auditor’s  report:  “The  major  factor  responsible  for  the  de¬ 
crease  in  operating  profit  is  the  decline  in  membership,  which  is  reflected 
in  both  dues  income  and  departmental  income.” 

Uncollectablc  accounts  amounting  to  §1,126.75  and  the  sum  of 
§1,148.85  spent  for  the  installation  of  brass  piping  throughout  the 
building  contribute  to  a  net  deficit  of  §3,670.49  for  the  year. 

Although  this  loss  does  not  materially  affect  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Club,  it  is  quite  obvious  that  if  we  are  to  maintain  our 
present  strong  position,  the  membership  must  be  built  up  to  and 
maintained  at  a  number  sufficient  to  meet  all  necessary  operating 
expenses. 

Detailed  statements  of  the  Club’s  financial  operations,  together 
with  the  auditor’s  certificate,  are  hereto  annexed.
